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THE ALBERTA UNIVERSITIES COMMISSION 
ANNUAL REPORT — FISCAL YEAR 1971-72 


(The Universities Act requires, in section 76, that 
the Universities Commission submit a report an- 
nually to the Minister of Advanced Education, to 
be tabled during the next session of the Legisla- 
ture, covering each fiscal year, viz. April 1 to 
March 31 next following. It also requires that re- 
ports from each university be submitted.) 


A. THE ALBERTA UNIVERSITIES COMMIS- 
SION 


1. Origin 


The Alberta Universities Commis- 
sion was created, effective April 1, 1966, 
by the Universities Act, 1966. Under the 
provisions of the Act, there are four uni- 
versities now operating in Alberta — the 
University of Alberta (1908), the Univer- 
sity of Calgary (1966), the University of 
Lethbridge (1967), and Athabasca Uni- 
versity (1970). The Commission was es- 
tablished to act on behalf of the Govern- 
ment of Alberta in certain matters, and 
as an intermediary between the univer- 
sities and the Government. 


2. Composition and Staff 


The Act provides that the Commis- 
sion shall consist of nine members: 


(a) A full-time Chairman, appointed by 
the Lieutenant-Governor-in- 
Council, 

(b) The Deputy Minister of Advanced 
Education and the Deputy Provin- 
cial Treasurer, and 

(c) Six other persons, appointed by the 
Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council.

The resignations of the Chairman, Dr. L. 
A. Thorssen, and of Dr. T. C. Byrne and 
Dr. G. W. Govier were recorded at the 
June, 1971 meeting of the Commission 
and of Mr. F. G. Stewart and Mr. M. E. 
Wolfe at the September, 1971 meeting. 


Mr. D. L. Erickson was appointed Chair- 
man in August of 1971 and resigned in 
November of 1971. 


Mr. H. G. Thomson was appointed Chair- 
man in January, 1972. 


In addition to the Chairman, the 
full-time officers of the Commission 
were Dr. A. M. Kristjanson, Academic 
Planning Officer; Mr. J. R. B. Jones, Cap- 
ital Planning Officer; and Mr. H. W. 
Ford, Secretary and Financial Analyst. 


Functions 


The functions of the Commission 
and the nature of its role in relation to 
the universities and the Government are 
defined in those sections of the Univer- 
sities Act which refer to the Commis- 
sion. The following are the more specific 
powers or areas of responsibility of the 
Commission: 


(a) To require and gather information 
related to the function, form and 
financing of university education, 
and to make such information avail- 
able to the universities and the Gov- 
ernment; 


(b) To regulate the extension, expan- 
sion or establishment of university 
programs, services or facilities in 
order to avoid undesirable or un- 
necessary duplication; 


(c) To recommend to the Government 
a level of annual support for both 
Operating and capital needs of the 
universities; 


(d) To allocate among the several uni- 
versities such support as is voted by 


the Legislature for both current and 
capital purposes; 


(e) 


(h) 


To act as trustee of funds as may be 
given or bequeathed or which arise 
from escheated estates under the 
Ultimate Heir Act and to distribute 
income therefrom among the uni- 
versities; 


To borrow money by debenture or 
otherwise, subject to the approval 
of the  Lieutenant-Governor-in- 
Council, for the purposes of the 
universities; 


To act as an intermediary between 
the Government and the universi- 
ties and between universities; 


To do such other things as the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor-in-Council may di- 
rect or as the act may require in 
relation to various university bod- 
ies. 


Meetings 


During the fiscal year 1971-72, the 


Commission held 9 meetings — 8 at Ed- 
monton and 1 at Calgary. 


Legislation 


The report of the Commission on 


Educational Planning was to be released 
shortly after the close of the Legislative 
session. As a consequence, presumably, 
the only amendment to the Universities 
Act was to section 24 dealing with uni- 
versities’ pension plans. 


Business Transacted 


(a) 


Studies 


A number of studies referred 
to in the previous Annual Report 
were continued throughout the 
year. Those studies in progress as 
well as those completed in the year 
are listed and briefly described. 


(i) The Library Rationalization 
Committee to study and re- 
port on the problems and op- 
portunities for rationalization 
of library services for post-sec- 
Ondary institutions in Alberta 
completed its study and re- 
ported to the Universities 
Commission. 


(ii) The Steering Committee on 
Computer Development con- 
tinued its work throughout 
the year. A Working Commit- 
tee was established to prepare 
an in-depth report which 
would evaluate various alterna- 
tives for computer rationaliza- 
tion in the Province and made 
a recommendation for action. 
It is hoped that the Steering 
Committee’s analysis of the 
Working Committee’s report 
and any further study can be 
completed by the middle of 
1973. 


(iii) The Committee on Common 
Information Needs and Sys- 
tems was part of a group 
which, in October, 1971, rec- 
ommended to the Western 
University Presidents that a 
study be undertaken to look 
at information systems devel- 
opment in Canada and the 
United States and to make rec- 
ommendations concerning the 
development of comparable 
data in the Western provinces. 
It was decided to wait until 
the report of the Western Ca- 
nadian Universities’ Task 
Force on Information Needs 
and Systems is completed be- 
fore undertaking further in- 
depth study of the Alberta sit- 
uation. 


(iv) Membership on the Steering 
Committee on an Academic 
Master Plan was broadened to 
include representatives from 
the institutes of technology, 
the colleges and the Banff 
School of Fine Arts. At the 
request of the Commission, 
the Committee:

figure for 1970-71. The Gov- 
ernment’s decision (as report- 
ed in last year’s Annual Re- 
port) to provide a fixed level 
of total operating funds in 
each year (which does not 
change even if actual enrol- 
ments are above or below the 
projected figure), meant the 
universities did not suffer as 
large a drop in revenue as they 
would have under the old 
method of financing, where 
grants were based on actual 
enrolments. 


The formula used for distrib- 
uting the 1971-72 operating 
grant is contained in Appendix 
1 of this Report. It was sub- 
stantially the same as the 
formula used in previous years 
except the emergence grant 
for Lethbridge was included 
under the non-formula cate- 
gory rather than, as in the 
past, including it as part of the 
formula grant by bonusing the 
Lethbridge enrolment units. 


For fiscal 1972-73, the Com- 
mission requested an operating 
grant of $94.9 million for the 
universities and the Banff 
School of Fine Arts. This was 
made up of formula and non- 
formula components (as in the 
past) as well as a one-year sup- 
plementary grant to assist the 
universities in making an or- 
derly transition to the lower 
level of expenditures necessi- 
tated by declining enrolments. 


The Government agreed to 
provide an operating grant of 
$91.1 million for fiscal 
1972-73, the division of which 
was to be left to the Commis- 
sion.

1971-72, the Universities 
Commission advanced to the 
four universities and the Banff 
BGO Ol BOtea kine Arts 
$43,595,423 for capital pur- 
poses. This included the bal- 
ance of the 1970-71 grant 
($3,617,000), the 1971-72 
grant ($28,749,000), matching 
grants ($4,463,423) and spe- 
cial warrants ($7,187,000, of 
which $421,000 was held for 
continuing commitments in 
April, 1972). 


(ii) The Universities of Alberta, 


Calgary and Lethbridge made 
their final draw on_ the 
$185,000,000 allotted for capi- 
tal purposes for the five years 
ending March 31, 1972. The 
Universities Commission allo- 
cated the $185,000,000 on 
the basis of space and equip- 
ment formulas that took full 
cognizance of enrolment fore- 
casts and the academic needs 
of students by year and disci- 
pline and the needs of faculty 
for administrative and research 
space. Special consideration 
was initially given to non- 
enrolment related facilities 
such as utilities, land  pur- 
chases and Medical Science 
buildings. The final distribu- 
tion for the five year period 
was:

(iii) During 1971-72, funds pro- 


vided in the capital grant were 
$28,749,000 (balance of the 
$185,000,000). Due to delays 
in development policy decti- 
sions for Athabasca University 
and the Banff School of Fine 
Arts, it was necessary to pro- 
vide capital grants by special 
warrants of $217,000 and 
$170,000 respectively in De- 
cember, 1971. 


The rapid growth in enrolment 
at the University of Calgary 
had created a space crisis that 
led to a decision in June, 1971 
to proceed with planned addi- 
tional floors to three major 
academic buildings (Library, 
Biological Sciences, Earth 
Sciences) that were then under 
construction. The continua- 
tion of these projects involved 
a saving of about $750,000 re- 
sulting from continuous con- 
struction. A special warrant 
for $4,800,000 was authorized 
for this purpose. 


Progress on the Medical Build- 
ing for the new Faculty of 
Medicine at the University of 
Calgary, started early in 1970, 
was well ahead of schedule 
and a_ special warrant of 
$2,000,000 was required in or- 
der to keep the project going 
without interruption. The to- 
tal capital advances on this 
project (authorized to 
$7215 50100) (0'OiI0 > were 
$17,000,000 at March 31, 
1972. 


(iv) The Three Alberta Universities 


(SAU) campaign for donations 
continued through 1971-72 
and is still in progress. As of 
March 31, 1972, campaign 
pledges exceeded $14,000,000 
of which about $6,000,000 
cash had been received by the 
universities. During the year 
the universities committed 
$4,106,000 from donations to 
approved buildings and 
$357,423 to . furnishings, 
equipment and library books. 
These donations were matched 
by the Government. 


(v) Major capital building projects 


approved during 1971-72 were 
mainly concerned with the 
completion of buildings al- 
ready under construction.

(vi) For the 1972-73 year, the 
Government agreed to provide 
the Universities Commission 
with a capital grant of 
$32,882,000 and provision for 
matching grants of $2,500,000 
for the four universities and 
the Banff School. This was 
based on the need to continue 
existing construction contracts 
and to provide necessary furni- 


ture and equipment. With the 
exception of some provision 
for planning, no funds were 
allocated to major new con- 
struction projects. While a new 
five year building program was 
developed, no Government 
consideration could be given 
to it until more reliable enrol- 
ment projections become 
available. 


Commission Finances 


The Balance Sheet, Statement of 
Revenue and Expenditure, Statement of 
Trust Fund Operations, and the Report 
of the Provincial Auditor are included as 
Appendix 2. 


The operating expenditures of the 
Commission (exclusive of contra ac- 
counts) for fiscal 1971-72 amounted to 
$242,580, producing an operating deficit 
of $15,492. This level of expenditures 
was $5,288 less than the previous year. 


The operating expenditures exclude 
the costs of the various studies referred 
to under subsection 6. A special reserve 
for studies has been set up against which 
the costs of the studies:have been, and 
will continue to be, charged (see note 2, 
Appendix 2). 


Money received during the year by 
the Commission, under the Ultimate 
Heir Act, and held in trust amounted to 
$99,533. Income earned on the trust 
fund totalled $60,986 for the fiscal year. 
The distribution to the universities for 
student aid and research purposes was:

THE UNIVERSITY YEAR IN REVIEW 


Individual reports from the Universities of Alberta, Calgary, Lethbridge, and 
Athabasca University are prepared and submitted separately to the Commission. From 
these reports, the Commission prepares summaries for the total university system 
which are included in this Report as Tables 1 to 21. In order to provide an overview of 
the current year in comparison with the two preceding years, selected data from these 
summary Tables are presented below.

The following sets forth enrolment figures for the last three years. The rapid 
growth of the last decade has ended as full-time enrolments declined in 1971-72 
and part-time enrolments went up by only 3.5%.

The amounts received as research grants (Table 7) again showed an increase 
over the previous year although the rate of increase was somewhat less than 
it had been in the previous year. The Federal Government departments and 
agencies continued to be the largest contributor, providing almost four-fifths 
of the total grants. The research grants received from outside sources do not 
become a part of the regular operating budgets of the universities. The total 
research grants are shown below:

The total student aid provided from operating revenues (Table 9) declined in 
1971-72, as can be seen from the following data.

The number of regular session courses offered by the universities continued 
to increase while there was a drop in the summer session and evening credit 
offerings (Table 17), as shown below. The latter drop was due mainly to the 
University of Alberta integrating its on campus evening courses into the 
regular session (off campus courses still are classed as evening credit). Most 
of what used to be called evening credit thus became part of the regular 
session.

With the exception of small amounts in 
support of Vocational Education and 
Social Welfare programs, 1966-67 was the 
last year the Federal Government made 
direct grants to the universities. This is 
the reason for the large drop in Federal 
grants between 1966-67 and 1967-68 
shown in the above figures. However, be- 
ginning in 1967-68, a five year agreement 
went into effect in which the Federal 
Government agreed to reimburse the 
provinces for 50 per cent of the cost of 
approved expenditures for post-secondary 
education. The Federal Government is 
thus still making a significant contribu- 
tion to the costs of post-secondary educa-

provinces rather than to the universities 
as was the case prior to 1967-68. 


Beginning in 1965-66 interest was shown 
as an income item. Prior to that, it had 
been netted out of the administrative de- 
partments expense, i.e., the interest 
earned was used to reduce expenditures 
rather than as an income item. This 
change in accounting explains the jump in 
other income between 1964-65 and 
1965-66. The interest earned figures, in 
thousands of dollars, for 1961-62 through 
1964-65 were: 1961-62, 27; 1962-63, 48; 
1963-64, 87; and 1964-65, 158.

With the exception of section B2 (where fees are shown on a minimum program basis), the fees at 
Alberta and Calgary are per session (i.e., per year) while those at Lethbridge are per semester. 


For students in Dentistry, Law, Medicine, B.Ed. after previous degree and Diploma in Education 
at the University of Alberta, the Students’ Union fee is $23.00. 


This is the fee for Medicine only as the University of Calgary does not have a program in 
Dentistry. The higher Medicine fee, when compared to Alberta, reflects the fact that the 


program at Calgary is three years in length whereas Alberta's is four years. 


These are the minimum fees. A full membership in the Students' Union costs a graduate student 
$23.00 at Alberta and $32.50 at Calgary. 


The Athletic Board fee at Calgary is optional. 
Optional fees have been excluded. 


There is no Students' Union fee if a student takes one course, a $9.00 fee if he takes two 
courses, and a $32.50 fee if he takes three courses. 


Alberta and Calgary fees are for a full-year course; Lethbridge fees for a semester course. The 
Alberta and Calgary fee for an undergraduate half-course is $67.50 for all faculties except 
Engineering ($85.00) and Dentistry and Medicine ($100.00).
